Chicago now finds itself too poor to have the 
tunnels removed from beneath the river. 
After all the years of agitation for the aboli- 
tion, blowing up, or annihilation of the bores 
which block navigation, a committee of 
aldermen is to appear in Washington next 
Tuesday to inform congress that Chicago 
is poor, and to ask that body please not to 
order the tunnels taken out of the river. 

The finance committee and the mayor, who 
have been notified by Congressman Mann of 
t..e bill which will order the removal of the 
ébstructions anu place a fine of $10,000 a 
month against the city for noncompliance, 
decided yesterday to send envoys who shail 
plead poverty and ask for more time. 


Humiliating, but True.

850.875 was paid to contractors for work 

done. Of the remainder $19,980,102 
was returned to property owners in the form 
of rebates and abatements; $11,048,328 was 
pald to the city for various reasons, 

A great part of the difference between the 
$05,488,085 the warrents called for and the 
$78,943,542 actually disbursed is due to the 
loss in or cost of collection, one item of $632,- 

602 representing the money which seven suc- 
cessive county treasurers have taken from 
the fund during these twenty years as com- 
missions for receiving the money.

proper record of the money paid or the work 
done. The special assessment accounts con- 
sist of a mass of over and under collections, 
unpaid public benefits due from the elty, er- 
rors in remittances from collectors, duplicats 
payments to contractors, egal, duplicate, 
and over refunds, judgments not charged a 
against warrants, etc., etc.” 1 

Instead of obeying the law which ragulene i 
that each warrant shall constitute a separate 
account, the money paid in on account of it to 
constitute a trust fund held for the benefit 
of the property owner, all money raised by 
epecial assessment has deen put into ons 
fund in the city treasury, and all paid out 
Grawn from that fund so that the identity 
of each account was lost. 


Diverted to General Fund. 

In many instances money belonging to the 
special assessment fund was drawn out and 
put in the general fund of the city and used 
for other purposes than the one for whichit - 
was collected. 

Those features of the law,” says the re- 
port, “ framed for the protection of property 
owners, were disregarded and evaded year 
after year, the payment of rebates and pay 
ments to contractors and others having 
claims against the special assessment fund 
were frequently and indefinitely deferred, 
the credit and integrity of the city jJeopard- 
ized, and the cost of public improvements 
materially increased.”

ONE SENSATION IN OPERA SING- 

ER’S SUIT FOR DIVORCE. 

Robert Newton Shaw, Accused of Being 
Teo Friendly to Baritone’s Wife, 
Admits in Court That the Butler 
Discovered Him In the Act of Kiss- 
ing—Was Ordered from the House 
_by the Indignant Woman—Later He 

Apologized to Absent Husband.

LONDON, Dec. 11.—In the Bispham divorce 

case proceedings today, in which David 
Bispham, the well known operatic singer, is 


seeking a divorce from his wife several wit- 


nesses testified that the co-respondents, Rob- 
ert Newton Shaw and Maj. Edward Studden, 
alternately visited Mrs. Bispham during her 
husband’s absence. The sensation of the day 
came when Mr. Shaw testified to the butler’s 
surprising him in the act of kissing Mrs. 
Bispham. 

Severul witnesses spoke of the friendly re- 
lation between Studden and Mrs. Bispham 
during her husband’s absence from home. 
Christian Ciffholdi said he had valeted Stud- 
den during the times, he had spent the night 
at Bispham’s house, but could not swear to 
any acts of intimacy except that they ap- 
peared friendly. 

Mrs. Butler, nurse and companion to Mrs. 
Bispham, told how affectionate Mrs. Bisp- 
ham and the major were, how the major was 
in the habit of addressing Mrs, Bispham as 
“ Childie "’ and Kitten,“ she, on her part, 
calling him Taddie.“ She had seen them in 
each other’s arms. 


Shaw Denies His Guilt. 


Then Hume Williams, K. C., addressed the 
court on behalf of the co-respondent, Shaw, 
He declared that the case. had failed as 
against his client, who was an American citi- 
zen, and who had come over from America 
especially for the trial. 

Mr. Shaw then gave his evidence. saying 
that on May 6 he and Mrs. Bispham went to 


the opera with tickets given them by Mr. ' 


Bispham. On the following day he dined at 
Kensington. After dinner they went into the 
drawing room. Mrs. Bispham was tired and 
lay on a sofa. About 8:30 in the evening he 
rang the bell for the butler, and then leaned 
over and kissed Mrs. Bispham. As he did so 
the butler came in. The kissing of Mrs. 
Bispham was entirely unexpected to her. 
She was angry and immediately got up. She 
told the butler to show the witness the door 
and never to allow him to enter the house 
again. He then left the house. 
Apologizes for a Kiss. 

Mr. Shaw said further that on going to his 
hotel he wrote a letter to Bispham, telling 
him what he had done, and apologizing to 
him. Bispham accepted the apology and in- 
tormed him that in early life he had done 
something similar, but that through not act- 
ing as the witness had done he had lost a 
friend. The witness continuing said Bispham 
also recommended him to make his peace 
with Mrs. Bispham. The witness went to 
see Mrs. Bispham, who said she was willing 
to forgive him.

BERLIN, Dec. 11.—" Germany is on an 
express train, rolling with wind velocity into 
the socialized state of the future, declared 
baron von Kardoff in the reichstag today.

Plan to Transfer Cincinnati and Pitts- 
burg to American Circuit Is Now 
Said to Have Originated with Garry 
Hermann Instead of Ban Johnson— 

* Deal Blocked by Premature Dis- 
closures from Pittsburg on 8 ot 
National's ‘Session. 


‘New York, Dec. 11.—[Special.]—President 
Johnson of the American league was in town 
all day and was closeted with Frank J. Far- 
rell of the New York club a Aaa part 1 
the time. 

Johnson had little to say tor publication 
and expressed surprise that the National 
league men had ,decided to lengthen their 
playing season with a view to ending the 
games with the American league. He will 
leave here tomorrow morning for Chicago, 


annual fall meeting on Thursday. 
Several National league men remained in 


which leaked out early in the week. It in- 
volves the reported secret agreement to which 
it is said Garry Hermann of Cincinnati, 
Barney Dreyfuss of Pittsburg, and Ban John- 
son were parties, leading to a transfer of the 
Cincinnati and Pittsburg clubs from the Na- 
tional to the American league. ' 


Hermann the Inventor. 


According to the story, as related here by 
a baseball magnate of veracity, at one of 
the meetings of the National baseball com- 
mission in Cincinnati, Hermann informed 
Johnson that tue National league outlook 
was dubious, and he wanted to save his in- 
vestments. Hermann went so far as to tell 
Johnson he had put.$50,000 into the Phila- 
delphia club, had advanced $11,000 to the 
St. 
pronounced not worth 30 cents a share. 

Hermann declared that, in his opinion, 
unless the St. Louis club got $25,000 more to 
tide over the winter expenses it would prob- 
ably go into the*hands of a receiver. Her- 
mann declared, it is stated, that ne dig pot 
care to put up another dollar, and had little 
hope of getting back what he invested when 
Rogers and Reach were bought out in Phil- 
adelphia. Furthermore, Hermann is ra- 
ported to have said the New Pork, Boston, 
Brooklyn, and Chicago clubs had refused to 
contribute a dollar to support the Phila- 
delphia and St. Louis clubs, and Conant of 
Boston was already at odds with his part- 
ners, Soden and Billings, as to the advisa- 
bility of selling out before they lose more 


money. 
Free to Leave Old League. 

Hermann and Johnson have been fast 
friends for years. The latter, after listening 
to the tale, so rumor has it, informed Her- 
mann that the American league uid not 
wish to violate the peace agreement, but 
that personally he was anxious to help Garry 
out of his dilemma if possible. Asa result 
Hermann intimated that the Cincinnati club 
‘would Uke to have a place in tie American 
league, and also declared there was nothing 
to prevept his leaving the National league 
ranks. 


Pitteburg, was tired of putting up money to 
help out losers, and also saw more revenue 
in playing against the stronger American 
league teams. Hermann, it is now said, 
guaranteed to get Dreyfuss in line in spite 
of the latter's differences with Johnson, and 
the wires began to work. The informant 
goes on to say that Johnson was ready to do 
business by dropping both Detroit and Wash- 
ington and letting Cincinnati into the west- 
ern end of the American league and Pittsburg 
into the eastern. 
Compact Still in Existence. 

Things were going along nicely when the 
story reached the meeting of the National 
league at the Victoria hotel. Hermann was 
asked to show his hand, and as the sky was 
not clear he was openly rebuked when a 
majority of the delegates refused to elect 
him to any of the league's offices. 

This morning the statement was made that 
Hermann and Dreyfuss had decided to 
stick together, and they may be the means 
of breaking up the National league circuit. 
Hermann’s baseball partners in Cincinnati 
are Mayor Julius Fleischmann and George 
B. Cox. Fleischmann formerly was racing 
partner of Frank Farrell, owner of the New 
York Americans. They are still warm 
friends. A well known National league man 
had a long talk with Farrell the other night 
advocating consolidation. 

When asked today about his alleged under- 
standing with Hermann and Dreyfues Ban 
Johnson refused to discuss the matter in any

Climax im Arrest of Attorney. 


Salt Lake, Utah, Dec. 11.—[Special.]—Be-, 
cause of the alleged control of the courts and 
county officials of Carbon county by the 
Utah Fuel company, and the so-called high 
handed manner in which this power is being 
used, Gov. Wells may declare martial law. 
Today he sent word to Vice President G. W.

Wheat is still piled up on the ground 
in some parts of Kansas because it is im- 
possible to get cars to move it, and I believe 
60 per cent of the crop is still back in Kansas 
and 40 per cent in Oklahoma, and all of the 
Oklahoma wheat is choice No. 2 hard.

“The statement that three-fourths of the 
wheat is already out of first hands in the 
northwestern states,“ said Manager James 
Pettit of the Peavey Grain company yester- 
day, “may be an extreme figure, but I do 
not think it is far out of the way.

NEW YORK, Dec. 11.—[Special.]—A 
sharp drop in Steel preferred was the fea- 
ture of the Wall street market today. The 
timidity which the public is already show- 
ing, after having bought more or less freely, 
for a day or two, puts the market back in a 
position similar to that before the recent 
advance began, except prices are on a higher. 
level and may be more likely to yteld to bear 
pressure. It is predicted that there are bad 
things in store for the market, Steel in par- 
ticular’ being used to help in the decline. The 
market too recently recovered from a state 
of semi-demoralization to deprive such sug- 
gestions of all influence: The decline of about 
two points in United States Steel preferred 
Was not duplicated in any active railroad 
stocks, which, despite the pressure, hold 
fairly well. Toward the close a few issues 
in this class sold off more or less abruptly, 
but the net losses are small. Some issues 
made net gains. Erie, which is again active, 
sold up almost a point during the first part 
of the day, and, though it sold off with the 
rest of the list, made a small gain. 
London again became a buyer, and higher 
prices sent over from there before the open- 
Ing of our market contributed to the strength

Re- 
ports gathered indicate that results equal an- 
ticipations, both in jobbing and leading re- 
tail trade, the aggregate volume of dealings 
making a favorable comparison with the cor- 
responding period of last year. 


Good Trade in Costly Wares. 
Hesitancy in the buying of costly wares is 


less noticeable, and the jewelry, music, and J ; 


art departments have assumed increased ac- 
tivity. Reorders are good in the aggregate in 
several branches of wholesale dry goods, 
footwear, and. heavy clothing, and the mail 
order hoses are pushed to the limit of their 
shipping facilities. ey 

Groceries and collateral lines are sharing 
the activity incident to this season. Other 
staples enter freely into final consumption. 
Prices ruling for most necessities average 
as high and profitable as they did twelve 
months ago. 

Manufacturing industries present no impor- 
tant new features. There is continued steadi-. 
ness in foundry and heavy machinery work, 
and the furniture factories disclose no dimi- 
nution in new demands. Rumors announcing 
the shutdown of steel plants lack confirma- 
tion. Orders for rails and wire are sufficient 
to furnish steady employment for months to 
come. There is better buying of pig iron and 
structural materials, and the quotations for 
furnace products are firm, 


Railroad Earnings Show Gain. 


Railroad earnings exceed those of a year 
ago, although the percentage of gain is 
smaller. East bound shipments of foodstuffs 
have been the heaviest since fast spring, 
the gain being principally in cereals, 

Failures in the Chicago district number 
forty-seven, against thirty-five for the pre- 
vious week and thirty-one for the correspond- 
ing week of 1902. 

Grain shipments, including 727,798 bushels 
of corn, aggregate 2,279,554 bushels, a de- 
crease of 12 per cent compared with a year 
ago. Favorable accounts of crops in the 
Argentine and Australia, together with a 
sharp falling off in the domestic demand, 
account in some measure for lower prices. 
Compared with the closing a week ago, 
wheat fell 2% cents, corn three-fourths 
cent, and oats flve-eighths of a cent. 

Hog Sales Range Higher. 

Hog products experienced further improve- 
ment in the general buying, and prices closed 
higher—in pork 27% cents, ribs 15 cents, and 
lard 5 cents. Receipts of live stock, 848,332 
head, are 14 per cent less than a year ago. 
The trade anticipates an early forwarding 
of increased numbers to this market. Hogs 
held steady without notable change in val- 
ves, but sheep declined 15 cents per hun- 
dredweight and choice beeves 10 cents. Re- 
ceipts exceed a year ago~in oats 8 per cent, 
cheese 10, butter 22, wheat 37, dressed beef 
85, corn 40, barley 70, flour 76, lard 80, hides 
05, and seeds 125. Decreases are: Hogs 12 
per cent, sheep 20, cattle 37, rye 45, and 
wool 70. ; 


Bank Clearings 15 Per Cent Over 1902.

TRADE REVIEW FOR THE WEEK. 


Iron and Steel Show Evidence of Better 
Conditions—Cotton and Other Lines 


Not So Encouraging. 


New York, Dec. 11.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
Weekly Review of Trade tomorrow will say: 

Developments are not encouraging as to 
cotton spinning, but there is evidence of 
better conditions in the iron and steel in- 
‘dustry, while retail trade feels the usual 
impetus as the holidays approach. Idleness 
among New England cotton mills is offset by 
increased activity in the south. 

“Owing to pressure of grain there is still 
delay in handling freight promptly at a few 
western points, but as a rule traffic facilities 
are adequate, and railway earnings for Ne- 
vember show an average gain of 4.0 per cent 
over last year. 

“It is significant evidence of the attitude 
of consumers that, while the output of pig 
iron declined to about 1,000,000 tons in No- 
vember, the lowest point in several years, 
furnace stocks rose to 658,107 tons, exceeding 
all recent records. Such a striking discrep- 
ancy indicates clearly the extent of con- 
traction in this leading branch of manu- 
facture. . 

„Throughout the industry, however, there 
is a growing sentiment of hopefulness re- 
garding the new year. Prices have steadied 
and orders are being placed more liberally. 
Structural steel is sought freely, several 
large contracts being under consideration, 
and many smaller orders have been actually 


As Seen by Bradstreet’s. 
Bradstreet’s tomiorrow will say: 
“Distribution along consumptive lines 

grows in volume with the continuarice of cold 
weather and the nearer approach of the 
holidays. Jobbing distribution also feels this 
stimulus in reorders to fill depleted stocks, 
and also markets reflect more assured buying 
for next spring. Wholesale trade generally 
is quiet, as usual at this period, and industry 
shows slackening in some lines. 

“The drop in finished products has not 
been in proportion, nor is the awakening in 
demand for these products so marked, but it 
is noted that wire and nails, structural, and 
plates are better at Pittsburg, with more in- 
quiry noted for rails at Chicago.

ILLINOIS FIGHT IS RENEWED. 


Attorney General Hamlin Makes Test 
Case Against Alleged Combine 
Known as Western Union. 


Belleville, III., Doc. 11. 11.—[Special.}]—Attor- 
ney General Hamlin lin has renewed his fight 
on the alleged combination of fire companies 
known as the Western Union, doing business 
in the state. A test case is being made 
against M. F. Zent of Hast St. Louis, as 
representative of 110 of the oldest and 
wealthiest insurance companies in the 
world. The attorney general is seeking to 
enjoin these companies from conducting 
business under the compact or agreement 
that now exists. Arguments for a demurrer 
to the injunction were 8 in 
the St. Clair County C t court. 

The, attorney general charges that under the 
alleged existing combination the companies issue 
policies and make contracts at uniform rates, 
which he charges is contrary to the I)linols anti- 
trust law and in restraint of trade. He charges 
further that the present uniform rates are higher 
than those of the individual companies previous to 
the organization of the so-called trust. 

In its demurrerr the alleged combination says 
the attorney general does not allege that these 
rates are exorbitant or higher than they would 
be if the combination did not exist. It &4démits the 
existence of an agreement, but contends that it is 
necesary to facilitate trade. It is alleged further 
that the attorney general has no jurisdiction and 
that it is a question the legislature should act on.

LAWLESS INTERMEDDLERS. 

Last Sunday the Chicago Federation of 
‘Labor adopted a resolution recommending 
to all union men to ride ouly on cars where 
the conductor and motorman wear union 
buttons. Night before last copies of the 
resolution were sent to all the local unions, 
and every member will be advised of the 
recommendation soon. 

I any person, after visiting both ends of 
@ car and discovering that neither couductor 
nor motorman is decorated with a union but- 
ton, refuses to ride on that car and chooses 
to wait for the next one he will be quite 
within his rights. The recommendation is 
not that aman who gets on a car which has a 
buttonless conductor shall stay on it, refuse 
to pay his fare, attack the conductor, drive 
him away, and break the car windows. Yet 


that is the liberal way in which a number 


of meu have interpreted it. 
The City railway company and the em- 
‘ployés who went on a strike have settled 
their differences. The latter assented to 
“the conteition of the company that it was 
at liberty: to hire nonunion as well as union 
men. Outsiders have no business to reopen 
a controversy which has been closed and 
attempt. by personal assaults and the de- 
struction of property to drive out of the 
employ of the traction company men whom 
the union employés have admitted it has the 
right to set at work. 
It was supposed that when peace was 
made between the traction company and 
the strikers it would no longer be neces- 
- sary to put policemen on the cars to protect 
conductors and motormen. Apparently the 
necessity continues in some parts of the city 
0 far as regards nonunion employés. Po- 
licemen are needed to protect such persons 
while they are traversing lawless regions. 
It the men who have been making a disturb- 
atice every time a eonductor who has no 
union button asks them for their fare con- 
tinue to do so policemen may have to be 
taken off their beats to guard peaceful 
workers who may be beaten and perhaps 
killed because they do not choose to wear a 
button. A more senseless and odious form 
0 lawlessness cannot easily be found.

SILENCE I8 GOLDEN. 

Army and navy officers tien occupy 
themselves by putting the case of a war 
between the United States and this or that 
foreign power and figuring out how offensive 
and defensive operations may be conducted 
to the best advantage. There is in the army 
and navy departments much literature re- 
lating to possible wars and the way to meet 
them. Undoubtedly Gen. MacArthur has 
discussed in an academic way the question 
of what should be done in the event of a 
war with Germany, and has pointed out the 
strong position the United States holds in 
the Pacific by virtue of its possession of the 
Hawatian islands and the consequent neces- 
sity for fortifying them so that it may not 
be deprived of them. 

It is extremely doubtful whether Gen. 
ur said that the pan-Germanic 
» which is being spread throughout 
ld ia strong, and getting stronger 
rman people settle, even among 
who, have been citizens of the 
States for years.” It is said on 
excellent authority that the Germans who 
have become citizens of South American 
states, notably of Brazil, are satisfied with 
their condition and the governments under 
which they live, and have no wish to be 
again directly or indirectly German sub- 
jects. It is plain to all who know them that 
the spirit of loyalty and of devotion to the 
republic. which has characterized citizens 
of German birth has not been weakened 
during the last few years. If the pan- 
Germanic doctrine ’ teaches men of Ger- 


| man birth who have renounced allegiance 


to that country to look on the interests of 
the land of their birth as of greater im- 
portance than those of the country of which 
they have become citizens, that doctrine has 
made no converte in the United States. If 
Gen. MacArthur made the remark he is 
said to have made he was ill informed. 
ven if Gen. MacArthur was talking of 
what should be done in the event of a war 
with Germany he should not have talked 
with any one who might make the conver- 
sation public. No doubt German officers 
have elaborated one or more plans of cam- 
paign to meet the case of a war with the 
United States, Russia, France, or England, 
but they keep these matters to themselves. 
They are too discreet to discuss unpleasant 
possibilities in public. They do not create 
irritation by showing their hand. The need 
of an equal degree of silence ought to be 
impressed on American officers who are 
too fond of talking not merely about what 
should be done in case of war but about the 
possibilities of war or the causes which 
may lead to it, concerning which they are 
not always so well informed as civilians. 
If they have war plans the plans should be 
submitted to the war and navy departments, 
and tothem alone. 


ECONOMY AND CRIME. 

The New Yorker pays $3.24 every year 
for police. The Chicagoan pays $1.98. 
There is no vulgar ostentatious n of 
wealth in this frontier town. 

The New York policeman has on an aver- 
age one-third of a mile of streets and alleys 
to patrol. The Chicago policeman has ove 
mile and a quarter. We do not throw our 
money away. We are as well bred and as 
as any large 


city in the country. 
In fact, taking the five W eities in 


the United States, one finds that Chicago 


occupies an unostentatious position at the 
bottom of the list for per capita expendi- 
ture on the police force. New York spends 
$3.24; Boston, $2.96; St. Louis, $2.81; Phil- 
adelphia, $2.28; Chicago, $1.98. And our 


‘mileage of streets and alleys is so excessive 


that what money we do spend is spread out 
to a most unobtrusive and quite translucent 


thinness. 


But let us not be satisfied with consider- 
ing only five cities. Let us consider twenty 
cities, the twenty largest in the American 
commonwealth. Where does Chicago stand 
among these twenty cities in point of police 
expense? Ninth, it must be confessed. The 
reason why we got up so high as that has 
never been discovered. There must have 
been some plot. In fire department expense 


per capita of population we are seventeenth. 


In health department éxpense and in street 
cleaning and garbage removal expense we 
are eighteenth. This gratifying position of 
well bred obscurity was, to some degree, 
relinquished when we pushed our police ex- 
penditures up to the ninth notch in the roll 
of American municipalities. There are eight 
cities, however, which even now are more 
extravagant than we. Ninth is not a place 


~wihere we can be successfully taunted with 


wearing $10 gold pieces for waistcoat but- 
tons. 

Meanwhile, our economy is i accompanied 
by crime. Chicago has two great crime 
mills to control. One is to be found in our 
enormous mileage of streets and alleys, re- 
quiring an enormous amount of patrolling. 
The other is our singularly new, heteroge- 
neous, and sometimes turbulent population. 
The product of these two crime mills is 
before us today. 

We need more police. If the city hada 
new charter it could have more at once. 


GROWTH OF SAVINGS DEPOSITS. 

The controller of the currency reports 
that the enormous sum of $2,935,204,845 is 
deposited in the savings banks of the coun- 
try. This is an inerease of $185,027,555 
over a year ago. ‘There was an increase in 
depositors also. Ifthe deposits were divided 
per capita every man, woman, and child in 
the country would get $417.21. 

Savings bank deposits indicate the wel- 
fare of the genera! bulk of the population. 
The increase shows that last year was a 
good one for the frigal workers. The rich- 
est men do not possess their wealth in the 
form of savings bank accounts. The mod- 
erately well to do and the poor are the ones 
who put in savings banks, adding a little to 
their accounts whenever they can spare it. 
It is not true, as a distinguished jurist ob- 
served, that sums in the savings banks mean 
so much money withdrawn from the indus- 
tries of the country. For the bank directors 
do not let the money intrusted to them, on 
which they must pay interest, lic idle. They 
invest it in the solider stocks and bonds. 

The small depositors really possess a first 
lien of nearly three billion dollars upon the 
industries of the country, and are much 
better off than if they personally held the 
securities of industrials. True, they do not 
themseives know in most cases in what par- 
ticular industries their own savings are in- 
vested. They hand their money over to a 
middleman, the banker, of proved reliabil- 
ity, and he makes the investments in Jump 
tor his customers, paying them in most in- 
stances dividends at the rate of 3 per cent, 


with compound interest.

reprimand who at Thursday’s committee 
meeting asked an estimable Catholic priest, 
who was giving reasons for his lack of 
faith in municipal ownership, if he did 
vot belong to “the greatest tax dodg- 
ing organization in the world.“ That 
was his method of answering reasons. 
Many of the champions of immediate 
municipal ownership, in speeches and in 
writings, have called all who do not agree 
with them—especially aldermen—knaves or 
fools. It has been asserted noisily that 
honesty and wisdom were al] on one side. 
There has been a persistent attempt to brow- 
beat and ‘intimidate aldermen. That at- 
tempt is carried beyond all bounds when the 
members of the local transportation commit- 
tee are harangued as they were last 
Wednesday. The barkers for immediate 
municipal ownership are disgusting people 
who do not relish vulgar insolence, 7 888 
with the “ holier than thou attitude.

sufficient rest. It naturally follows that 
when overtaken by an illness such as that 
from which he has been suffering the re- 
covery is more slow than if he had been at 
the time in a less overfatigued condition. | 

Then, too, it is only natural that his physi- 
clans and his family should insist upon more 
than ordinary caution being exercised dur- 
ing his convalescence in view of the nature 
of the death which robbed him of his father 
and also of his mother.

One thing, however, the kaiser’s mess 
has brought to light. It has served to show 
how wonderfully he has grown in public 
estimation -both at home and abroad. For 
several years after his accession to the 
throne he was distinctiy unpopular, regarded 
as a menace to peace, and a subject of con- 
stant condemnation and even of ridicule. 
Now, however, people have come to the con- 
clusion that he is a monarch who can {ll be 
spared and the continuance of whose reign 
constitutes a guarantee of peace. Nowhere 
as this opinion been more pronounced than 


in the American newspapers, which have | 


apparently come to the conclusion that hie 
interest and admiration for this country are 


sincere and that his professions of friendship | 


are bona fide. Indeed, he gave proof of this 
the other day, when he was among the first 
of the European sovereigns to express his 
approval of the action of the United States 
government in connection with Panama. 


American collectors who are of 
wealth, such as, for instance, J. Pierpont 
Morgan and others, would do well to take 
note that the shah is at the present moment 
in financial difficulties, so much so that he 
is. disposed to part with some of his historic 
treasures which for generations and even 
centuries have been safeguarded in the 
royal palace at Teheran. Some of these are 
of merely barbaric interest, such as the gem 
incrusted diadems, drinking 
swords which go to mark the 
of this oriental court. 

But there are also many objects m the 
shah’s treasure chambers which recall the 
giories of the earlier empires, not only in 
Persia but algo in India, the wealth of the 
Chosroes, the artistic glamour of the Abbas- 
side caliphs, and even the still more ancient 
memories of the period of Artaxerxes and 
of Darius. In-fact the-treasures hoarded at 
the imperial palace at Teheran by the shah 
are, according to those favored few who have 
obtained a glimpse of merely a few of them, 
beyond all conception in point not merely 
of intrinsic value 11 of artistic and historical 
interest. 

The extravagance ot Hving that marked 
the earlier years of the reign of the present 
shah has brought bim to the verge of in- 
solvency, and as there is no indication of an 
intention on his part to reduce the scale of 
his current expenses some means will have 
to be found for. providing him with money, 
and it is this knowledge, as well as the 
mews to the effect that he is thinking of con- 
verting some of the contents of his treasure 
house at Teheran into cash, that has cre- 
ated a ripple of excitement throughout 
artistic circies all over ig 


magnifience 


Italy’s prime ee. Sig. Giolitti, has re- 
cently had a protest addressed to him 
against the practice of the police and con- 
stabulary of carrying revolvers strapped to 
their belts outside thefr tunics, it being 
urged that the sight of these revolvers was 
sufficient to provoxe attacks. To this the 
premier replied that no one ever drew the 
teeth of a watchdog, and thatas far as keep- 
ing the revolvers out of sight one might just 
as well ask soldiers to hide their rifies from 
view. So Italian policemen will continue to 
go armed as heretofore, thanks to the com- 
mon sense of the present premier. 

Ever since the first Napoleon reéstablished 
the Roman Catholic church in France, a hun- 
dred years ago, and relegated to oblivion the 
goddess of reason, set up by the terrorists, 
the crucifix has always figured in every court 
of justice in France on the wall just behind 
the seat of the presiding judge, adding a cer- 
tain solemnity to the scene. The French 
however, now 
passed a vote by a considerable majority 
providing for the disappearance of the cruci- 
fixes and of the paintings of Christ on the 
cross from all the courtrooms and tribunals 
throughout France. This is to be regretted. 
For in courts where so many judicial errors 
are perpetrated as those of France it cannot 
but have a salutary effect to keep judges, 
the lawyers, and the public in mind of the 
greatest judicial error in the history of the 
world—namely: the condemnation by the 
Roman judge, Pontius Pilate, of a man whom 
he admitted to be innocent of wrongdoing 
to death upon the cross, the victim of his 
error being the founder of Christianity. For- 
tunately the vote of the French chamber of 

uties has still to be ratified by the senate, 
which, it is hoped, will withhold the neces- 
sary approval which is needed in order to 
convert it into a law of the land. 

With regard to the alleged French noble- 
men,“ who, after a long and searching 
preliminary examination and subsequent 
trial, have just been sentenced by 
the criminal courts of Paris to a 
well merited term of a year’s imprisonment 
for what it is altogether euphonius to de- 
seribe as devil worship, it js only just to the 
French aristocracy to call attention to the 
fact neither of them belongs thereto, Baron 
Adelsward is, as his nameimplies, of foreign 
origin, whose title has been accepted in the 
circle in which he moved merely because 
nobody considered it worth while to investi- 
gate its alien source. With regard to the 
„count de Warren, he is the brother of 
that preposterous pseudo duke of Warren 
who came over here a few years ago with 
the avowed object of marrying a wealthy 
Roman Catholic heiress, being compelled, 
however, to abandon for the time being the 
enterprise in consequence of the exposure 
which he received in these letters. 

I may add that I have an additional reason 
for recalling the character of his preten- 
sions. For during the course of the trial of 
his brother, the count de Warren, who 
has just been convicted, his mother addressed 


a letter to the magistrate intrusted with the 


investigation of the case, and also to several 
of the leading Parisian newspapers, entreat- 
ing them to deal gently with her son on the 
ground that her other boy, that is to say, the 


elder of the two, was at the time of her writ- 


ing once more in America on the eve of con- 
tracting a marriage with an heiress, and 
that she feared that any scandal would preju- 


dice his suit. 


The soi-disant duke claims to be descended 
on his father’s side from William the Con- 
queror and om the maternal side from St. 
Peter Fourrier and from the venerable 
Jeanne d' Arc, although the latter, who fig- 
ures in history as the Maid of Orleans, lived 
and died, as her title implies, a vestal, this, 
indeed, being one of the principal arguments 
brought forward in favor of her canonization 
now in progress.

Man's Place in the Universe. 


A Remarkable Book by Alfred Russel Wallace. 


HERE is nothing more sensational than 
science. If you want toset people by 
„the ears write a scientific book that 
‘proves or disprovés some popular 
_ belief. Look at Darwin and his De- 
sent of Man.“ The public at large has for- 


gotten that he ever wrote’ anything else or 


that he ever said anything else than that men 
are descended from monkeys. The most re- 
cent excitement caused by a scientific book is 
that made by Alfred Russell Wallace with his 
“ MAN'S PLACE IN THE CNI VERSE.“ 
Darwin trod on the toes ot theol aus, and 
they regarded him as ah atheist and one who 
would upset the beliefs'of man. Dr. Wal- 
lace, with his theories, pleases the theolo- 
gians. It is only the untheological who take 
his statements 

Messrs: ‘McClure; Phillips & Co. are the 
fortunate publishers of Dr. Wallace's book 
in this cojintry. There was much competi- 
tion for it on the other side, but Mr. McClure 
happened to be in London at the time, and 
that ‘settled it. When Mr. McClure goes 
for a thing he generally gets it, whether it is 
a novel or a scientific treatise. 

Dr. Wallace tells us that this work was 
written in tonsequence of the great interest 
excited by his article, under the same title, 
which appeared simultaneously in the Fort- 
nightly Review of London and the New York 
Independent. Two of his friends who read 
the manuscript were of opinion that a vol- 
ume. in which the evidence could be given 
much more fully, would be desirable, and the 
result of the publication of the article con- 
firmed their view. ‘He goes on to tell us 
further that he was led toa study of the sub- 
ject when writing four new chapters on as- 
tronomy for a new edition of “‘ The Wonder- 
ful Century.” He then found that almost all 
writers on general astronomy, from Sir John 
Herschel to Prof. Simon Newcomb and Sir 
Norman Lockyer, stated, as an indisputable 
fact, that our sun is situated in the plane of 
the great ring of the milky way, and also 
nearly in the center of that ring. The most 
recent researches also showed that there was 
little or no-proof of there being any stars or 
nebule far beyond the milky way, which 
thus seemed to be the limit, in that direction, 
of the stellar universe. 3

Turning to the earth and the other planets 
of the solar system, Dr. Wallace found that 
the most recent researches led to the con- 
clusion that no other planet was likely to be 
the seat of organic life, unless, perhaps, of a 
low type. Here with one fell blow weare de- 
prived of the man in the moon, of the inhab- 
itants of Mars and other far off 


peoples for whose existence we have 


had a yearning desire to 
For many years Dr. Wal- 
lace, paid special attention to the problem of 
the measurements of geological time, and 
also that of the mild climates and generally 
uniform conditions. that had prevailed 
throyghout all geological epochs. -The more 
he studied the more he became convinced 
that the evidence was exceedingly strong 
against the probability or possibility of any 
ather planet being inhabited. This theory, 
‘Yor some reason or other, pleases the theolo- 


always. 


The present work is the result of Dr. Wal- 
lace’s researches along the lines of his be- 
lief, and he ventures to think that those 
who will read it carefully will admit that it is 


“a book that was worth writing.“ It is found- 


ed almost ‘entirely on the marvelous body 
of facts and conclusions of the new astron- 
omy. together with those reached by modern 
chemists, and biologists. Its 
novelty consists in combining the various re- 
sults ot these different branches of science 
into a connected whole, so as to show their 
bearings upon à single problem—a problem 
which is Of great interest to ourselves.“ 


As the book is written for the general, edu- 
cated body of readers, many of whom may 
not be acquainted with any aspect of the 
subject or with the wonderful advance of re- 
cent knowledge in that department often 
termed ‘the new astronomy, a popular ac- 
count has been given of all those branches of 
{t which bear upon the special subject here 
discussed. Dr. Wallace does not claim that 
he has made all the discoveries upon which 
he founds lis statements, but that he has 
founded his conclusions on the authority of 
the best astronomers, mathematicians, and 
other men of science to whose work he has 
had access, and whose names, with exact 
references. he generally gives. What he 
claims is to have brought together the va- 
rious facts and phenomena they have accu- 
mulated; to have set forth the hypotheses by 
which.they account for them. or the results 
to which the evidence clearly points; to have 
judged between conflicting opinlons and 
theories: and, lastly; to have combined the 
results of the various widely separated de- 
partments of science, and to have shown how 
they bear upon the great problem which I 
have here endeavored, in some slight degree, 
pt —— 4 blow to one's cherished if 
unfounded beliefs to find that no other 
planets than ours are inhabited. On the 
other hand, it is flatering to our vanity to 
feel that we are the only people existing. 


The milky way plays an important part in 
Dr. Wallace's book. In the chapter devoted 
to the subject he calls it “ the ry heart of 
the subject of our tnquiry, the determination 


of now we are ‘actually situated within this 


vast but finite universe, and how that posi- 
tion is likely to affect our globe as being the

theater of the development of life up to its 
highest forms. 

Dr. Wallace refuses to accept the unsup- 
ported dicta of those who would have us 
‘believe that our admitted position not far 
from the center of the stellar universe is a 
mere temporary coincidence of no signifi- 


cance whatever; or that our eun and hosts of 


other similar. orbs near to us have come to- 
gether by an accident, and are being dis- 
persed into surrounding space, never to meet 
again. Until this is proved by 4ndisputable 
evidence he will not believe it. 
After bringing together the whole of th 
available evidence bearing upon the ques- 
tions treated in this volume, Dr. Wallace 
„claims that certain definite conclusions have 
been reached and proved, and that certain 
other conclusions have enormous probabil- 
ities in their favor. These conclusions are: 
1. That the stellar universe forms one con- 
nected whole; and, though of enormous ex- 
tent, is yet finite, and its extent determinable. 
2. That the solar system is situated in the 
plane of the milky way, and not far removed 


krom the centef of that plane. The earth-is 


therefore nearly in the center of the stellar 
universe. 

3. That this universe consists throughout 
of the same kinds of matter and is subjected 
to the same physical and chemical laws. 

4. That no other planet in the solar system 
than our earth is inhabited or habitable. 

5. That the probabilities are almost as great 
‘against any other sun possessing inhabited 
planets. 

6. That the nearly central position of our. 
sun is probably a permanent one, and: has 
been specially favorable, perhaps absolutely 
essential, to life development on the earth.

But, except for the omission of shadows 
from the picture, Mr. Abbott's study of his 
predecessor is complete, interesting, and 
valuable. The services rendered by Mr. 
Beecher were certainly great and probably 
unique. Mr. Abbott is of the opinion that he 
was America’s foremost orator and doubts 
“whether in history greater immediate or 
more enduring effects have ever been pro- 
duced by any orations than were produced on 
English sentiment and English national life 
by his speeches in England.“ But his was 
the power of the spoken rather than the 
written word. He left no written work of 
lasting importance except his Yale lectures 
on preaching. He made his impress upon 
his age, and lives in the deeds of men who, 
like Mr. Abbott, came under his personal in- 
fluence. As these men, whose souls still vi- 
brate to the tones of Beecher’s voice, pass 
on, he will become only a name. His influ- 
ence will continue, for good or evil, but un- 
recognized; it will be part of the common 
inheritance. Mr. Abbott's volume will re- 
tard for a time thisinevitable disappearance.

Any one wishing to know the present in- 
dustrial and commercial conditions of south 
Africa, as they appear to an experienced 
civil engineer, could do no better than to 
read Stafford Ransomes “THD ENGI- 
NEER IN SOUTH AFRICA” cc. . 
Dutton & Co.). The author spent ten 
months there collecting material for the 
book, and he has made a volume 
o> great value to every American ship- 
per, manufacturer, exporter, and engi- 
neer. Although it is written for the benefit of 
Englishmen, yet Americans may take ad- 


tion into one volume of the author's six vol- 
ume history of the United States from 1783 
to 1865. The plan pursued has been to select 
suitable passages from the original work, 
so that without further abridgment they 
might afford a consecutive narrative in the 
historian’s own words and original expres- 
sion. The work of selection was done under 
the author’s personal direction. The space 
allotted has not always been proportional to 
the period covered or the importance of the 
events described, and the result is a splendid 
gallery of historic pictures on different scales 
rather than a continuous panorama. The 
book, however, is stimulating and will no 
doubt be useful to the student and to the 
general reader whose time will not permit 
the reading of the larger work. 


Mr. Reuben Gold Thwaites has edited 
Father Louis Hennepin’s A NEW DIS- 
COVERY OF A VAST COUNTRY IN 
AMERICA (A. C. McClurg & Co.). It is 
a reprint in two volumes of the second Lon- 
don issue of 1698, with facsimiles of original 


title pages, maps, and illustrations, and the 


addition of introduction, notes, and index. 

Father Hennepin was born a Spanish sub- 
ject, in what is now Belgium, about the 
year 1640. In his youth he became a recol- 
let (or recollect, as Mr. Thwaites spells it), 
a member of a branch of the Franciscan 
order. Through the favor of his superiors 
he was given various roving commissions, 
which gratified his love of travel. In 1675 
he went under orders to Quebec, and in 1678 
joined the exploring party under the com- 
mand of La Salle. Some three years were 
spent in the region of the great lakes and 
in the Mississippi valley, and the experi- 
ences of that time are recorded in several 
different books. Hennepin gives us the 
earliest detailed description of the falls of 
Niagara and those of St. Anthony. His 
account of the customs of the Indian tribes 
and of his own personal experiences with 
the Indians is quaint and interesting. His 
account of the explorations of the lower 
Mississippi is probably not so trustworthy. 

Mr. Thwaites’ work has been carefully 
done. Mr. Paltsits of the Lenox Übrary has 
contributed a bibliography of Hennepin's 
writings. The volumes are handsomely 
printed and will be highly prized by his- 
torical students and public libraries. — 

“A FOREST HEARTH,” by Charles 
Major (The Macmillan company), presents 
the same problem as The Mettle of the 
Pasture.”. It is not clear whether it should 
be phrased “ Ought a woman to forgive past 
indiscretions in her lover’s life?’’ or In a 
sparsely settled wilderness ought a woman 
to be willing to marry the best man she can 
find, regardless of ideal perfection?“ The 
answer is more evident in the second form 
of the question.

CLARK AND THE NORTHWEST.

needed for leadership. His motives were hon- 
est. In that he hated the Americans and loved 
the British, but he was not politic. Other- 
wise he would have yielded to fate, allowed 
the white pioneers to plow up the burial 
ground of his forefathers, and steal his crops 
and have moved across the Mississippi. 
Even with that no war probably would 
have resulted if the IHinois pioneers had not 
been spoiling for a fight. War in those days 
was thought to help business, especially 
when it was with the Indians, So when Black 
Hawk and his férty braves sighted the force 
under Stillman and sent a flag of truce for 
a parley, intending. he claimed later to sur- 
render, the whites lost no time in beginning 
the fight. The bearers of the flag were killed 
and Black Hawk declared war in revenge. 
Many of Stihman's soldiers are said to have 
been intoxicated at the time, and the first 
warwhoop of Black Hawk’s braves sent 
them flying without camp equipage or even 
saddles. Many did not stop until they reached 
** Dixon’s.”” Those who failed to get away 
are now remembered as victims of the Still- 
man massacre.“ 
It is a curious fact that Jefferson Davis 
and Abraham Lincoln both figured in this 
war, the former as a lieutenant in the First 
United States infantry, and the latter as a 
private, and later captain of volunteers. 
It was Davis who escorted Black Hawk to 
Fortress Monroe after his capture. 
The leading article of Mr. Thwaites’ book 
is a biography of George Rogers Clark, elder 
brother of William Clark, of the famous 
Lewis and Clark expedition. Few characters 
of the American revolution did so much and 
got so little credit as that sturdy Virginian. 


Largely at his own expense he carried on 
the war in what was then the far west. and 
with a handful of soldiers held Kaskaskia 
and the western posts until they were award- 
ed to the United States in the treaty of peace. 
But for him it might have taken another war 
with England to have given us Illinois. 
There is an interesting history of how the 
boundary lines of the middle western states 
came to be where they are, and an account 
of early Illinois and Wisconsin lead mines. 
A chapter on Braddock’s historic road, one 
on the history of Mackinac and of La Pointe,

This is an indication of the unaffected, 
direct; and wholesome tone of the book. The 
critical dicta is aut ritative but not dog- 
matic. One increasing purpose has been 
perceived by this art historian as running 
through the brief life of American sculpture, 
and it is with a sense that America is emerg- 
ing from her uncertainties, her fears, hesi- 
tancies, and speciousness that Mr. Taft con- 
cludes his volume—a volume in which it is 
safe to say no sculptor of appreciable repu- 
tation has been overlooked, ‘and in which 
neither unwarranted praise nor unjust cen- 
sure has found a place. Mr. Taft has, in 
deference to proved critics, quoted liberally 
from other writers; but this is/ as the reader 


‘feels heartily convinced, not from lack of 


stalwart opinion on the part of Mr. Taft, but 
rather from adelicacy which causes him to 
approach the criticism of his contemporaries 
in a gracious spirit. 

There are twelve full page photogravures 
and 104 illustrations in the text. The book 
is well printed, and is bound in scarlet with 
gold lettering and Warner’s Diana on the 
face. It has nearly 550 pages of letter press 
and indexes, 


“AMERICAN MASTERS OF SCULP- 
TURE,” the second book to which reference 
has been made, is by Charles H. Caffin, the 
author of American Masters of Painting.“ 
Writing is Mr. Caffin’s art, and he has a fa- 
cility of style and a power of insinuation of 
meaning which were not to have been expect- 
ed in the work of Mr. Taft, who, in so far as 
he has had occasion to formulate and express 
theories, has done it on the lecture platform, 
where plainness of meaning and definite 
speech are a necessity. 

Mr. Caffin has concerned himself. only 
with the foremost sculptors, and has con- 
cerned himself not at all with chronological 
matters. He has written appreciations of 
eleven sculptors, and has supplemented these 
essays with two others, “ The Decorative 
Motive and The Ideal Motive.” 

His introduction, which includes a general 
outlook over the history and the tendencies 
of American sculpture, is in accord with that 
of Mr. Taft. Like Taft, he pays his tribute 
to Paris. Like Taft, he is cognizant of the 
general indifference in America to pure 
sculpture and the insistent need of something 
other than innocuous and smooth mediocrity 
in imitation of the classic to awaken popu- 
lar interest. He, like Taft, accuses us of a 
lack of enthuslasm for sculpture, and of be- 
ing afflicted with the-literary point of view. 
*“ We run our eyes over a piece of sculpture,” 
he says, to discover what there is in it that 


is eonvertible into words, and overlook the 
* qualities which affect the senses abstractly, 


which are indeed the bones and marrow and 
very physiognomy of the work of art, its dis- 
tinguishing characteristics and capacity to 
move us 

Mr. Caffin seems to have been at table with 


Mr. Taft, and to repeat the conversation of a 


congenial hour as he writes: “In American 
art there is scarcely any trace of the super- 
esthetic, but more than a little of the super- 
intellectual, a phase and product of our in- 
fatuation for words, which binds the imagi- 
nation with wrappings of borrowed thought 
and checks the free flight of original ideas. 
For the end of art is not to teach, but to make 
us feel; to refine and elevate the operation of 
the senses, helping us through visible, tangi- 
ble, and audible beauty to catch at some- 
thing of the mysterious infinitude of beauty. 
Even as man’s intellect reaches ever wide and 


further until knowledge is merged in specu- 


lation, so by the promptings of the senses 
we reach from appreciation of material 
things to that detaehment of feeling which 
exists in the ideal.” 


Neither Mr. Caffin nor Mr. Taft has as- 
sumed an infallibility, and the careful reader 
of both; books. will discover certain dis- 
crepancies between the two, and knowledge 
of some fact on the part of this one which is 
evidently not enjoyed by the other. But even 
critics, it is rumored, are human. It must 
be insisted that Mr. Caffin’s. book supple- 
ments Mr. Taft's, and that the public is 
fortunate in thus acquiring’ at the same 
time two books similar but with such differ- 
ences as temperment and individual feeling 
must give to the work of two men, and cal- 
culated to make known all there is to be 
known of American sculpture at the present 
day. Mr. Caffin’s book has thirty-two full 
page photogravures, repeating in but few 
instances those found in Mr. Taft’s volume.

OSEPHINE DASKAM has already 


proved herself an able writer of short 

stories.

Several years ago there ieee a book 
of “* "AMERICAN MYTHS AND LEGENDS,” 
by Charles M. Skinner, which the author 
ventured to think was fairly complete. No 
doubt his readers thought so, too.
